Duties of a Parlor Maid. 
A parlor muid is expected to take 
charge of the pariors and dining room 
and lower balls of a house only. There 
is apt to be a butler or a Waitress in 
the establishments where a parlor 
maid is kept, so the duties of waiting 
on the table do’ not come within ber 
province. 
She is always neatly clad in the 
morning in a plain light gingham 
dress, with an apron with shoulder 
straps, and bib and wears a cap. In 
the afterpoon she wears a black dress 
with apron, collar, cuffs and cap. Aft- 
er she rises in the morning she dusts 
the parlors, halls and all the rooms on 
the lower floor. When she has éaten 
breakfast she begins the regular work, 
which is planned a little differently for 
each househoia. 
On one morning she sweeps the par- 
lor, on another the library, and so on 
during the week.

1¢ Was Over Floating Bridges in the 
zy Old. Old Daye. 

The road to Baltimore is over the 
lowest of three floating bridges which 
ve been thrown across the Schuyl- 
ill river in the neighborhood of Phila- 
deiphia. The view on passing this 
river, which is about 250 yarue wide, | 
is beautiful. The banks on each side 
are bigh and for many miles above af- 
ford the most delightful situations ot | 
villas. A very elegant one, iaid out in 
English taste, is seen on passing the 
river just above the bridge. Adjoining 
to it are public gardens and a house 
of entertainment with several good 
rooms, to which the citizens of Phila- 
delpbia resort in great numbers during 
the summer seasuns. 

The floating bridges sre formed of 
large trees, which are placed in the 
water transversely and are chained to- 
gether. Beams are then laid tength- 
ways upon these and the whole buard- 
ed over to render the way convenient 
for passengers. On each side there is 
a railing. When very heavy carriages 
gO across these bridges they sink a 
few inches below the surface of the 
water, but the passage is by no means 
dangerous. They are kept in an even 
direction across the river by means of 
chains and anchors in different parts 
and are also strongly secured on both 
shores. Over that part of the river 
where the channel lies they are so 
contrived that a piece can be removed 
to allow vessels to pass through.— 
From “Travels ‘Through the States of

Spain Finally Won In the “Case of the 
Screw Propeller.” 

Every British captain calling at 
Spanish ports is familiar with the 
“case of the screw propeller.” ‘lhe 
story is told for the benefit of lands- 
men in Mr. G. H. B. Ward's “The 
Trath About Spain:” “The steel screw 
of a cargo steamer which traded with 
Bilbao and other nortbern ports was 
damaged beyond repair during a rough 
voyage. ‘The vessel was beached pend- 
ing the arrival of a new propeller from 
England. 

“At last. when the steamer was about 
to sail, the captain was informed that 
be bad to pay a duty for putting 
ashore a manufactured article—name- 
ly, the ‘scrapped’ or broken propeller. 
The captain protested und offered te 
drop it into the sea, but the officials 
were obdurate. They seized the ship 
and demanded payment. ‘The captain 
declined to ease the tension by the 
customary bribe and complained to the 
British foreign office. 

“The duty was returned, but the 
captain was warned to be very careful 
about contraband, and for several voy- 
ages nothing occurred. Several months

ship's papers and the declaration of 
cargo gave the excisemen their chance, 
and the vessel was not allowed to 
feave until a heavy fine, corresponding 
to the original propeller duty, was 
paid.” 


Mount Etna. 

Mount Etna is one of the great vol- 
canoes of the earth. It is great in size, 
great in activity, great in beauty. In 
size it would cover the entire metro- 
politan district of New York and the 
surrounding counties. Its height is 
11,000 feet above sea level. As to its 
power, one of these eruptions some 
centuries ago killed 80.000 people, 
which is probably more than Vesuvius 
bas ever done in all its existence as 
a volcano, not excepting the great 
eruption of 79 A. D., which destroyed 
the .cities of Herculaneum and Pom- 
peli. As to its beauty, this is also 
very difficult to describe. It is teeming 
with life, animal and vegetable, and is 
snow covered one-half the year. The 
otber half it is bare to its very sum 
mit.—Christian Herald.

A locust invasion is an event not 
easily forgotten, says The Cape 
Colony Argus.

As soon as locusts make their 
appearance in a locality, the price cf 
eggs drops to one-half or one-third of 
its former value. 

Pigs also feed on locusts, and their 
flesh also becomes affected; in fact, 
all animals seem to be adversely af- 
fected, for horses have a strong aver. 
sion to grass which has been polluted 
by loeusts, and, unless very hungry, 
will not touch it.

+ parte of ithe globe to engage in thie 


hew trade, without any knowledge of. 
each other’s designs. The pioneer in 
connection with this new enterprise 
was Captain James Hanna. His ves- 
tel Of only seventy-two tons burden, 
with a crew -f thirty men, was fitted 
out in China in 1784 by an English 
merchant. In August of the follow- 
ing year he arrived at Nootka, where 
Cook had been before him. In com- 
parison with Cook's ships. Hanna’s 
little vessel looked to the natives 
amall and weak. Encouraged by 
appearances they attacked Hanna 
and his small crew, but they were 
speedily repulsed. Hanna then pur- 
chaséd a cargo of seu-otter skins 
which he disposed cf in China at 9 
profit of $26,000. He returned in the 
following year, but two British ships 
having arrived before him, he did not 
find trade so good as it was on his 
first visit. And so the trade grew, 
every season finding British ships on 
the Coast buying furs from the na- 
tivee. 

Among the many ship captains who 
contributed to the foundation of Brit- 
ish Columbia’s trade, one of the most 
remarkable was Captain John Meares 
of the Felice, a vessel of two hundred 
and thirty tong burden, a mere yacht 
in comparison with the vessels of to- 
day. Meares did a number of things 
worthy of note, and some of histori- 
cal importance. One was to bring 
Chinese to the Pacific Coast. That 
was in 1788. The question of Orien- 
immigration is, therefore, more 
than one hundred years old. 

The Felice had a companion ship, 
the Iphigenia, commanded by Cap- 
tain Pocgise, and the crews of both 
vessels comprised mechanics, Chinese 
smiths and carpenters. as well as 
European artisans. ‘The Chinese,” 
writes Meares, ‘“‘were shipped as an 
experiment; they have been generally 
esteemed a hardy and industrious as 
well as ingenious race of people. They 
live on rice and fish, and, requiring 
but low wages, it was a matter of 
economical consideration to employ 
them, and during the whole voyage 
there was every reason to be satisfied 
with their services.” That voyage 
from China to Nootka occupied al- 
most four months. 

The natives in canoes came out to 
inspect Meares’ ship in much _ the 
same manner as when Captain Cook 
was there. Two of their chiefs went 
on bostd, one of whom, wrote Meares 
in his rater Bintestyté, “had a 
fine open arrangement of features. 
The inferior people were very proper 
and personable men. A sealskin fill- 
ed with oil was immediately handed 
on board, of which the chiefs took a 
small quantity, and they ordered it 
to be returned to the people in the 
canoes who soon emptied the vessel 
of this luxuriant liquof.”" 

Meares promptly set his artisans, 
both Chinese and European, to work 
constructing a house to be used by 
those whom he would leave at Noot- 
ka, and to form a headquarters for 
his trading operations. he houze 
was surrounded by: a breastwork on 
which was mounted a small cannon. 

The next undertaking was the 
building of a vessel !—the first built 
on our Pacific Coast—and christened 
the “North-West America.”’ It was 
of forty tons burden, and in its con- 
struction the Chinese carpenters were 
employed.
